Afghanistan is now a rigid and 
fundamentalist Islamic state.

Illegal Immigration Figures 


The number of illegal immigrants, 
already high is about to become 
astronomical, as the number of 
immigration officers is set to be 
slashed by 1,200. Complete chaos 
could be caused by a threat from 
the Civil Service Unions to go on 
strike over these cuts. 

With nearly a quarter of the im- 
migration service now under 
threat of redundancy itis clear that 
Blair’s New Labour Government 
is declaring an open-door policy 
towards illegal immigration. 

Every year there are now thou- 
sands of illegal immigrants pour- 
ing into Britain. There is currently 
a backlog of 57,500 immigration 
cases to be dealt with, compared 
to just 8,650 in 1988. And these 
are just the official figures. Immi- 
gration officials estimate the true 
figure is about to top 100,000. 

On top of this more than 44,000 
“asylum seekers” have simply 
vanished without trace in the past 
seven years. Such asylum seekers 
are automatically granted entry 
while their application is proc- 
essed -which can now take years. 
Very few efforts are made to track 
down such individuals, and even 
when caught, they often avoid de- 
portation by, for example, the wife 
claiming political asylum - then 
the whole process starts all over 
again. 

No one likes the idea of depor- 
tation with all its unpleasant con- 
notations. The answer, of course, 
is simple. No one should be al- 
lowed to enter this country unless 
they have either a visitor’s visa or 
they come from a country where 
there is an arrangement for non- 
visa entry - countries from where 
there is almost no illegal immigra- 
tion. 

All others, including those ask- 
ing for political asylum must be 
held in detention centres on ar- 
rival. Individuals from countries 
which are not deemed to have any 
claim on Britain for asylum should 
be returned on the next flight at 
the expense of the aircraft opera- 
tors.

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Europe Plots The 
Of Britai 


SCOTLAND AND WALES NOW HAVE THEIR OWN ASSEMBLIES; Tony Blair has decided 
that London will soon have some form of Mayor and regional government/assem- 
bly. The rest of the U.K. has been divided into regions by European directive and 
each region already has its own “Regional Development Agency”. 

Tony Blair has spoken of the concept of a “Europe of the Regions”. His commitment to 
Britain as part of whatever form the European Union takes was clearly set out in the 1997 New 
Labour Manifesto: “There are only three options for Britain in Europe. The first is to come out. 


The second is to stay in, but on the sidelines. The third is to stay in, but in a leading role...... The 
third is the path a new Labour Government will take”. 


So while Labour is in power Brit- 
ain will simply go along with deci- 
sions made by the European Parlia- 
ment. The Government’s recent an- 
nouncement that Britain will not be 
joining the single currency at the first 
opportunity is a back tracking on the 
manifesto commitment, but it is 
hardly a move towards re-asserting 
Britain’s independence - it is simply 
an acknowledgement that the idea of 
a single European currency is totally 
anathema to the vast majority of 
British people and would be ex- 
tremely difficult to force through at 
the moment. 

In the meantime countries such as 
France and Germany and Belgium 
will continue to force through more 
and more moves towards full inte- 
gration and the creation of a Euro- 
pean Super State.

IN THE LAST Month two very different anti-EU meetings 
have taken place in an effort to get different parties and 
groups to work together.

On Saturday 4th October a meeting 
of the New Alliance Forum took 
place at the London School of Eco- 
nomics. The attendance was about 
300 and there was an impressive 
sounding list of speakers - however 
that’s the end of the good news. 

For three hours the various speak- 
ers delivered their orations - some 
were witty, some entertaining, some 
quite interesting, such as Henrik 
Overgaard-Nielson from Denmark. 
They told the 300 all about the evils 
of the E.U. and all spoke of how we 
should all work together to get Brit- 
ain out - but that was it. 

Almost no concrete proposals were 
put forward, no plans of action, in- 
deed the committee the night before 
hadn’t even been able to agree on 
who was going to chair the meeting. 

The whole tone of the meeting 
went from one of enthusiastic expec- 
tation and the good speech delivered 
by Nigel Farage down to a feeling of 
uselessness and frustration summed 
up by one Referendum Movement 
member who asked (in all innocence) 
what the people attending the meet- 
ing were supposed to do - this 
seemed to rather puzzle the commit- 
tee. After the meeting one person 
while leaving the hall was heard to 
comment: “/f I didn’t know better I 
would say that that lot were being set 
up by the pro-Europeans to make 
sure there is no effective anti-EU 
campaign in Britain”. 

In almost complete contrast there 
was an informal gathering of about 
50 anti-E.U. activists and officials 
from various parties including the 
National Democrats in the Midlands. 
It was organised by a group called 
“Pro Britain” Although everyone had 
been asked to attend in a personal ca- 
pacity rather than as a representative 
of a party or group these people came 
from a total of seven different na- 
tional and regional political parties 
including the three main ones: The 
Referendum Movement, U.K.I.P. 
and the National Democrats. 

The Organiser of the meeting made 





a short but to-the-point speech in 
which he outlined the very simple 
aims of Pro Britain. 

These aims are:- 

1. To encourage all anti-EU people 
to stand in public election on any 
openly anti-EU platform. 

2. To publicise such candidates and 
to encourage other anti-EU indi- 
viduals and groups to support them 
- even if they are not of the same 
party. 

3. To compile a list of all candidates 
and elected individuals and to ascer- 
tain their stance towards the E.U. by 
means of a simple 2 part question- 
naire asking if they would vote to 
withdraw Britain from the E.U. 

4. To encourage co-operation at lo- 
cal level between anti-EU parties so 
as to avoid election clashes wher- 
ever possible. 

The Organiser, Mike Smith, said 
that they were limiting themselves 
to this programme so as not to tread 
on the (very sensitive) toes of other 
organisations. 

An enthusiastic discussion then 
took place and National Democrat 
Chairman, Ian Anderson, expressed 
his total support for the concepts that 
had been put forward and also of- 
fered the use of the extensive facili- 
ties of the National Democrats in 
support of any anti-EU candidates 
in public elections, and pointed out 
that already several smaller parties 
were availing themselves of this of- 
fer. 

After the meeting a very pleasant 
social evening took place where the 
various people attending got to 
know each other much better and 
where a new spirit of British anti- 
EU camaraderie was seen to de- 
velop.

Britain’s Hill 
Farms Face 


Extinction 


THE FUTURE of many family- 
run upland farms in northern Brit- 
ain is in doubt. A report by the 
National farmer’s union shows 
that 43% of hill farmers with chil- 
dren believe that the next genera- 
tion would not be taking over the 
farm. 

Three-quarters of those polled 
blamed low annual income for 
their youngsters not wanting to 
enter upland farming leaving the 
local communities facing a bleak 
future. 

The Lake District is an invalu- 
able environmental asset with 
much of its character a direct re- 
sult of farming but without hill 
farming much of its attraction will 
be lost. 

Cumberland hill farmer Thomas 
Teasdale gives an insight into the 
sort of life he has faced since he 
took up farming on Embleton 
Common in 1972. 

“Hill farming is a lonely busi- 
ness. It gives you no respite for 
illness or holidays. The cows don’t 
always calve themselves and 
sheep need to be checked, fed and 
watered.” 

“It costs twice as much to. go 
away as everyone else because we 
have to pay someone to come in 
and look after the farm.” 

The lack of financial reward for 
all the hard work led Thomas 
Teasdale’s two sons to look to in- 
dustry and insurance for their ca- 
reers.

Workington has, for the last 120 
years, continuously produced steel 
railway lines. 

Steel rail-making has been the life- 
blood of the West Cumbrian 
economy for five generations, turn- 
ing steel ingots into rail track on 
which railway companies across the 
world rely. As well as steel rails the 


company makes steel sleepers and | 


fishplates of which over half go for 
export. 

Steel replaced iron in rail manu- 
facture in the 1860’s and the West 
Cumberland Hematite Iron and Steel 
Company first put Workington’s 
steel rail-making skills on the map 
in 1877. By 1977 when the nation- 
alised British Steel Corporation cel- 
ebrated 100 years of rail-making in 
the town, Workington’s Moss Bay

Works was Britain’s sole track prod- 
ucts plant. 

British Steel spokesman 
Christopher Albon believes that 
meeting the greater environmental 
demands of the public has been a key 
factor in making the company a 
popular employer in the town. 
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“We’re proud to be going strong af- 
ter 120 years and very proud of our 
environmental improvements. Many 
potential buyers visit the plant and 
are impressed by the environmental 
work we have done. We find that 
being green provides a good selling 
focus”. 

Over the last ten years the Moss 
Bay plant has been transformed with 
gardened and landscaped areas dras- 
tically changing the view of the 
works that faces the town. So dra- 
matic has been the change that Brit- 
ish Steel has been presented with a 
British Standard 7750 for its safe- 
guarding of the environment.

“The Common Fisheries Policy 
(CFP) has been in operation since 
1983 and looks at the ways of con- 
serving and managing the various 
fish stocks in EU waters (sic). This 
includes measures to protect spe- 
cies from overfishing, guarantees 
fishermen their future livelihood 
and regular supplies of fish at rea- 
sonable prices, Many coastal com- 
munities feel that fishing should 
remain an independent activity 
with no restrictions from Govern- 
ments or the E.U. But this does 
not take into account economic 
realities: stocks face the constant 
dangers of being overfished and 
every year EU governments fix 
quotas to conserve stocks. The 
E.U. may designate protected ar- 
eas where the right to fish is re- 
stricted or banned, set ceilings on 
catches, fix the number and type 
of vessels that may fish particular 
grounds and determine the type of 
fishing gear used.”
